‘The signal to stop: was 
given by another brakeman, who saw the fall, 
and the train stopped and backed up to where 
Higgins lay. Eight cars had passed over his 
body, which was frightiully mangled. The 
head was completely severed from the trunk 
and lay several feet from the track, Fireman 
Bye picked up the head and was horror- 
stricken to see the

The demo 
carts concede the election of Ferry for gov- 
ernor and Wilson for congress, but claim a 
division of the supreme judgeship. Tor gov- 
ernor and congressinan they concede majori- 
ties of from 2,000 to 5,000, The last figures are 
more than 2,000 jess than given to Allen for 
delegate against Voorhees one year ago. The 
chairman of the republican territorial com- 
mittee claims that the legislature will be re- 
publican on joint ballot by a majority of 30, 
On the other hand the democrats 
claim the Jegis!ature on joint ballot by ten. It 
is here to secure the two United States senators 
that the democrats have been concentrating 
their entire energies, permiiting and encourag 
ing the sacritice of other portious of the ticket, 
if by such this end may be secured, ‘Theyare 
much better organized than ever before in the 
history of the territory. Their mectings have 
been largely attended and enthusiastic. 
and their leaders are very sanguin 
The -., prohibitionisis and  imore radicat 
of woman suftfragists, have been working for 
the defeat of the constitution rather than for 
he adoption of separate clauses in their inter- 
est, having vo hope of carrying the same. Thé 
farmeis are also opposed to it on the ground of 
extravagaut salaries, lists, many judges, ete.

GRAND JURY HANDLE THE 
FLACK DIVORCE. . 


SOME LAWYERS DESERVE CENSURE 


THE 


For Allowing Their Names to be Used in, 


Cases Where They are Not Retained 
—It Was a Wicked Conspiracy. 


New York, September 50.—At noon today 
the grand jury came into partial general ses 
sions with the result of their investization of 
the Flack case. Foreman Fosdick read a 
long presentinent, which’ stated that the jury 
gave tle case very careful consideration, and 
had called before them and examined every 
person who could throw any light on the con- 
spiracy. The jury were satisfied that there 
was a wicked conspiracy. That such con- 
spiracy could be carried on under cover of the 
law was of great public concern. The jury 
called the attention of the legislature to the 
pernicuous system of appointing referees 

TO TAKE TESTIMON IN DIVORCE CASES, 
Testimony should be taken by judges in open 
court.

Ambrose Moneil and 
Joseph Weeks, the jury thought, had imposed 
on the court and had obtained the divorce by 
collusion, deceit and fraud. 

The presentment concluded by stating that 
the jurors, after most careful investigation, 
had come to the conclusion that a wicked and 
criminal conspiracy had been committed and 
the persons whose names appeared on the ac- 
companying indictinents deserved to be treat- 
ed according to law. 

Foremau Fosdick then handed Judge Gil- 
dersieeve the presentment and indictments. 
The judge said that in view of the recommenda- 
tions of the jury he thought that a copy of the 
presentment should be sent to the governor, 
court of common pleas and superior court, and 
he would so order.

| John MeCullough third, 


THE CORNER 8\UASHED. 


Steinstrand Trying to Unioad His Cotton— 
Cause of the Collapse. 


Liverpobr, September 30.—The cotton 
corner has collapsed on a report that Mr. Stein< 
strand, manipu'ator of the corner, was selling. 
Prices for Sepiember delivery fell from 6 45-64 
to 6 16-64, and then rose to 621-64, It is evident 
from the course of the market thata large number 
of balis fullowed Mr. Steinstrand. Their neryous* 
ness wrecked the corner. 

A large number of operators and others inter- 
ested in the cotton market gathered in the cotion 
exchange at a much earlier hour than usual this 
morning, expecting ihe greatest crisis of late years, 
owing to the corner in the Septemaer option engin- 
eered by Steinstrand. The market for that option 
Prices 
immdiately dropped two points more and then 
steadied. The month ‘went out at6 22-64 sellers, 
thirty points under the highest price for that 
menth, Steinstrand holds from 70,000 to 100,000 
vales of American cotton, the price of which to- 
morrow will be 44d below the prices obtained Sat- 
urday. If the spinners close their mills for a fort- 
night the accumulation of cotton’ will further de- 
preciate prices. The new crop is pouting in rap- 
idiy, and this will lessen Steinstrand’s opportuni- 
ties for disposing of hisstock. It is the general 
opinion that the cotton ring is utterly smashed, 

WHAT CAUSED THE COLLAPSE. 

The total amount tendered in fseitlement of con- 
tracis to deliver is 48,400 bales. Steensirand does 
not conceal his surprise and cisappointment at the 
failure of the corner. He says it was the large hum- 
ber of bullsthat rode-upon his back thatcaused the 
collapse. He had not anticipated that so many 
would buy cotton in the hope that there would bea 
rise in prices that would enable them tosellata 
profit, The quantity of cotton held by the bulls 
until the Jast moment was much iarger 
than he expected.

Meetiug ofthe Joint Cemmittee Last Night 
—Action of Great Importance— Appeal 
to State Goyernments. 


Here is a sensation. 

The National Cotton committee and the Tare 
committee of the National Alliance held a 
secret session at the Kimball last night. 

And the rumors concerning the action of 
that meeting are most interesting. 

It is rumored that the joint committees are 
preparing some instructions which will be 
wide-reaching in their effect. 

These are instructions to all the primaries, 
wheels and unions, advising and instructing 
them to hold meetings and petition the gover- 
nors of each of the cotton states to call the 
legislatures ifkextra session to 

f ‘ 
SUSPEND THE PROCESSES OF THE COURTS 
for the colleetion of debts for six months. 

The object of this action, they say, is ‘‘to 
thwart and prevent the robbery planned and 
determined against them.” 

The resuits of such action cannot be esti- 
mated. The rumor also says that instructions 
are being prepared and will be sent out im- 
mediately. 

Some Resolutions Adopted. 

President Sledge, of Texas, presided over 
the meeting. 

There were present Hon. W. J. Northene, 
of Georgia, Hon. B. M. Hord, commissioner 
of agriculture of Tennessee, Hon. B. F. Kalb, 
commissioner of agriculture of Alabama, Hon. 
A. T. Hatcher, of Louisiana, Hon. W. R. 
Lacy, of Mississippi, Hon. W. C. Donaldson, 
of South Carolina and Hon. Oswold Wilson, 
of Florida. 

The tare question was discussed by the com- 
mittee, and after a careful consideration the 
following resolutions were adopted: 

Whereas, The association of the American Cot- 
ton exchange meetin New Urileans on the 11th inst., 
and in Conjunction with the various Cumipissioners 
ofagriculture and representatives of the farming 
interests, did recommend that cotton be sold by net 
weight as a solution of the tare question; and, 

Whereas, Information now received shows that 
said action has not received the approval of a suf- 
ficient number of the cotton exchanges to enable 
the New Orleans Cotton exchange to carry it out, 
commencing on the time agreed upon, towit: Octo- 

1, 1XSY; and, : 

Whereas, The action taken by the New Orleans 
Cotion exchange in favor of assisting the larmers 
to get paid forthe eight pounds more cotion that 
each cotton- wrapped bate contains than the jute- 
covered is highly appreciated by the committee, and 
the determination of said exchange to continue to 
conteud ior the cause, in spite of the fact that many 
leading* exchanges had deserted it, is especially 
commendavile and will be co-operated in by the in- 
terests we represent: aud, 

Whereas, Ihe justice and equity of the farmers’ 
claim on the tare question is based on the one fact, 
which stands boldly out undisputed and indisput- 
able, thatevery cotton-wrapped bale actually con- 
jains eight pounds more of lint cotton than it would 
if covefed with julé; therefore, it is herety 

Resolyed, That the action bad by the shreveport 
Cotton: exchange be adopted in the present emer- 
gency, and every farmer is hereby instructed when 
offering forsale cotton wrapped in cotion bagging, to 
demand payment for eight pounds more cotton tha 
the actual gross weight of such bale. . 

Resolyed second, That this action is intended to 
supersede and take tho place ofall previous aciion 
and instructions in regard to the tare question. In 
no case shail a bale of cotton be sold subject to a 
dock ot sixteen pounds for cotton bagging, or 
twenty -four pounds for jute bagging as agreed upon 
in New Orleans, unless the cotton be sold at a half 
cent per pound in adyance of the current price at 
that time an‘ place. 

Further instructions will be given the order by 
the national coiton committee on the 26th of Octo- 
ber, through the president of each county alliance, 
wheel or union, attheir county sites, where the 
president or secretary of each primary alliance, 
wheel or union, will meet them to receive the 
same.

The Adverse Action of Savannah. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., September 30.—[Special.]— 
About fifty members of the cotton exchange 
were present at the meeting at noon today, 
when the action of the recent New Orleans 
convention came up for consideration. 

President F. D. Bloodwood presided. After 
discussion, Mr. Karrow, of Strauss & Co., 
presented a preamble and resolutions, which 
were adopted, there being practically no oppo- 
sition. They set forth that the sympathy of 
the exchange with the alliance in its fight 
against the jute trust, and explained the dif- 
ficulty that would be experienced in making 
such a radical change as that called for in the 
resolution adopted at New Orleans without the 
concurrence of the controlling markets. The 
want of uniformity in weight and the texture 
of the cotton bagging is also referred to. 
In: conclusion, it is held that the 
present time is inopportune for such a change 
as that contemplated, and that the Savannah 
exchange cannot indorse the action of the con- 
vention. 

No surprise was expressed at this among the 
factors, as it was generally understood that the 
action would be of an adverse character. After 
the meeting a prominent member of the ex- 
change explained that it was the opinion of 
all of the members that the planters are eriti- 
tled to remuneration-for thé extra seven 
or eight pounds of cotton given in 
the cotton-covered bales, and that they 
should not construe the action of the exchange 
as in any wise expressive of.an antagonism 
among the Savannah factors to their interests. 
The factors did so simply because they could 
not help themselves. While willing to grant 
the farmers perfectly freasonable request, they 
cannot do so anti! Liverpool adjusts its allow- 
ance for tare. If Liverpool only allows six- 
teen pounds, the factors here cannot be ex- 
pected to grant thirty, and lose the money that 
the difference of fourteen pounds represents. 
They might profess to do so, but it would really 
be duplicity, as a discrimination in price 
against the staple in cotton covering would 
surely follow the adoption of the New Or- 


leans resoluticn.

THE GEORGIA OYSTER LAW. 


. 
Connecticut Oyster Men Preparing to Come 
a South. 
 Savannan, Ga, September 30.—[Special.]— 
The enactment of the oyster law, which is 
krown as the Postell act, has already attracted 

he attention of oyster men in the north, and 
Dr. A. OVemler said last night that he received 
aletter yesterday froma Mr. Lewis, of Con- 
necticut, advising him that he is fitting outa 
yessel to coine south at once toexamine the 
waters of the Georgia coast with a view to em- 
barking in the oyster industry in Georgia. 
Dr. Oemler expects Mr. Lewis will reach here 
in advance of the government corps which will 
make a hydrographic survey of Georgia coast 
waters. Mr. Lewis has $250,000 invested in 
the oyster industry in Connecticut and New 
Jersey. 

Referring to his own position on the Postell 
law and the Rice resolution, Dr. Oemler says 
that it is a courtesy due to the gentlemen who 
supported the bill that however emasculated 
the bill was hedeemed it best for the general 
good thatthe bill should pass and be supse- 
quoritly perfected after a thorough examina- 
tion of the subject from every standpoint by a 
“commission composed of intelligent and disin- 
terested gentlemen, as contemplated by the 
joint resolution of Senator Rice, which Dr. 
Oemler earnestly favors. 

In reviewing his own connection with the 
efforts to encourage the oyster industry, Dr. 
Ocemler says: 

“I first presented the great importance of 
the hydrographic survey to Governor Gordon 
prior to the hearing of the bill before the com- 
mittee of the house, and therefore it was not 
because of haying been thwarted in our expec- 
tations of getting the bill passed in its original 
fornia. ‘‘No downcasters’’ have had anything 
to do with it, nor will it be accomplished in 
time to benetit those who have been interested 
in the passage of the bill. If any Connecticut 
party will invest large capital in the develop- 
ment of the oyster industry, on a territory of 
sand and mud heretofore barren, he should be 
welcomed. 

“While I do not consider the law a perfect 
one, I do not believe the bill was passed with 
unseemingly haste. The South Carolina oyster 
law is useless in so faras regards the encour- 
agement of the industry, and consists of 
nothing but interdictions.”’

THE FACTS FOUND | 


ABOUT A GLYNN COUNTY ENTER- 
PRISE OF AHALF CENTURY AGO, 


The Famous Altamaha Railroad and Its 
Projectors—Names Historical in the 
South. 


From the Brunswick, Ga., Times, 

He was crazy. Thatis what the people of 
Brunswick said of William B. Davis,an en- 
gineer by profession, who came to Brunswick 
early in the ’20’s and seriously proposed to 
build a railroad from here to the Altamaha 
river. 

Their incredulity about the practicability of 
arailroad across the marshy country between 
Turtle river and the Altamaha is somewhat 
excusable in the light of the facts that there 
was no railroad then in existence; that not till 
the year 1825 was one successfully operated in 
England, and that when Davis was talking 
railroads in Brunswick there was none on the 
American continent. 

Crazy though they called him, he found men 
here with brains enough to comprehend his 
plans, and enterprise enough to attempt to ex - 
ecute them. , 

His efforts and those ot his associates reached 
a practical result when, in 1826, two years 
before the Baltimore and Ohio was built, and 
four years before’ the first railroad 
was operated by steam in the 
United States, the Georgia legislature 

CHARTERED A RAILROAD. 

The company was called the Brunswick 
Canal company, but by the terms of the act 
the incorporators were authorized ‘‘to build a 
canal or railrvad or both from the Altamaha 
river to Turtle river or to Brunswick.” The 
descendants of those men are widely scattered 
throughout Georgia and the south, for the in- 
corporators of that company were Thomas 
Butler King, Stephen C. Kinz, James Fort, 
John Burnett, Sr., and Jolin Burnett, Jr., 
James Gould, John Hardee, Henry Dubignon 
(that is the way it is spelled in the act), Daniel 
Blue and William B. Davis. 

NAMES HISTORICAL THEN, 
more so at the present day. 

The regulation of freight and passenger 
tariff by law.is no new ideaizn Georyzia. In 
this old charter of 1826, the company is re- 
quired to keep its books open to the inspection 
of legislative committees and is forbidden to 
charge such prices for froight or passengers as 
would run its income over 25 per cent of the 
amount.invested and the expenses of repairing 
and operating the railroad or canal. 

With the granting of this charter, however, 
matters seemed to rest fur several years until 
150, when another act Was passed conferring 
the same powers and privileges,buteven under 
this actno work was done, 

In 1834, when Wilson Lumpkin was goy- 
ernor and Thomas Glasscock was speaker of 
the house and Jacob Wood was president of 
the senate, a bill was passed consolidating the 
previous acts, and granting to William W. 
Hazard, Thomas Batler King, Stephen C, 
King, and their associates authority to con- 
struct the railway or canal, or both. And this 
act allowed Urbanus Dart and Wm. B,. Davis 
to associate themselves with the new company. 
It was under th’s act and by these men that 
the work was 

FINALLY BEGUN IN 1856. 

But the road was never finished, though on 
the outskirts of Brunswick one can see a per- 
fectiy straight embankment abont twelve 
miles long, now used as the dirt road to Alta- 
mahariver, This is the work done by slaves 
bg@ught by the company under the act of the 
legislature, and this is all that was ever dene, 
for fromm one reasoa and another, to enumerate 
Which it would be necessary to give a history 
of the town, Lrunswick’s growth ceased, its 
prosperity and 

I'S INHABITANTS DESERTED IT, 
and in 1547 the peninsula upon which the 
thriving city now stands was a@ cotton planta- 
tion and onty four or five families constituted 
its population.

The court was somewhat surprised to see 
that Mr. Train looked onthe whole matter 
asa joke, butthe humor of the affair is 
now cropping out.

He 
has been locked up fourteen times, and, 
therefore, has experience on his side.

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A STRANGE SUIT 


BROUGUT BY THE WIDOW OF NLAL 
BELDING, 


Who Was Killed by M. T. Whitlock In C. P. 
Johnson's Saloon—Whiticecek and John- 
son the Defendants. 


One of the most unusual and peculiar cases 
that has ever come within the jurisdiction of 
the Georgia courts was filed in the clerk’s 
office yesterday morning. 

Very few cases of a similar character have 
been tried in any part of the country. and that 
filed yesterday is probably the first of the kind 
on record in Georgia. 

The litigants dre we!) known in Atlanta, the 
suit growing out of the killing of Nea) Belding 
by M. T. Whitlock, on the 26th of last April, 
in C. P. Johnson’s saloon on Alabama street. 

The readers of THe ConstTITUTION are fa- 
miliar with the details of the killing, which 
created such a sensation atthe time, on ac- 
count of the attendant circumstances and the 
character of the parties. S 

The ofouteome the trial, which resulted fin 
convicting Whitlock of manslaughter, is also 
well known. 

At the time of the crime both Belding and 
Whitlock were under the influence of liquor, 
and Mrs. Jessie Belding, the wife of the slain 
man, bases the suit that was filed yesterday on 
that ground. She charges that C. P. Jolinson, 
the proprietor of the saloon, sold liquor to 
Whitlock while under its influence, and that 
he and his clerk failed to interfere or avert the 
trouble after the two men had threatened each 
other. The plaintiff says that C. P. Johnson 
well knew the feeling between her husband 
and Whitlock, it having originated in his sa 
loon in the forenoon, after ‘they had 
spent considerable money at his bar, and 
after both were more or less intoxicated. It is 
claimed that it was the duty of the proprietor 
to nrotect fiis customer, but that said C, P. 
Jolinson failed to do so, and was particips 
criminis, both in that and fin furnishing liquor 
to the man who did the killing while he was 
in a state of intoxication. 

Mrs. Belding places her damage at twenty 
thousand dollars, and.makes C. Johnson 
apd M. T. Whitlock both parties to the suit. 

While this is probably the first case of the 
kind in the Georgia courts where a saloon 
keeper is he!d responsible for the life of a per- 
son killed on his premises, it is not without 
precedent, In Pennsylvauia, recently, a sim- 
ilar case was tried, and a verdict rendered in 
favor of the plaintiff. 


Criminal Superior Court. 


The criminal branch of the superior court 
convened yesterday for the fall session, Judge 
Richard tH. Clark presiding. 

Only one case was tried, but quite a number 
were disposed of by forfeiture of bonds.

STIRRING UP THE NEGROES OF LIB- 
ERTY COUNTY. 


-A Hundred Armed Necroes Desecrate the 


Tabernacle and Scourge John the Bap- 

tist—Excitement Among the Whites 

John the Baptist has appeared in Liberty 
county, and for a week or two has been making 
things lively down there, A bundred armed 
negroes scourged him and finally he had to 
flee to the wilderness. 

Senator Bradwell, who returned from there 
yesterday, tells the story as it was told him by 
a Methodist minister. 

St. Catherine’s island, off the coast of 
Liberty county, is inhabited by about 300 
negroes, under the direction of one w hite man, 
whosuperintends the estate belonging to the 
German consul at Savannah. 

About two weeks ago astrange negro ap- 
peared on the island and exhibited a seroll 
resembling a M: asonic chart, which he said’was 
“the golden chain,’ a revs slation from heaven, 
He announced himself as John the PAptist, 
and called onthe negroes to believe and be 
baptized. 

A few accepted his teachings, but the major- 
ity appeared to be indifferent and told him that 
if he wonld go over onthe mainland in the 
black belt of the county he wouid get. plenty 
of followers. 

He did so, and appeared at the grove where 
the orgies of the false Christs were enacted. 
There he soon found a foilowing. The negroes 
about him, heard his 
teaching and did his bidding. Tle made them 
all submit to baptism as an initiation and al- 
lowed none but the initiated to attend the

The initiated wero soon very many and very 
They cut down the magnificent 
grove and began to build a circular canopy, 
which they called the ark. Around this they 
built a fence to ey off the unbelievers, and 
sentinels posted at a distance admiited none 
but those who say zive the pass-word. 

This did not suit the better class of negroes. 
They understood that the same orgies that 
had characterized-the reign of King Solomon 
and the false Christ, were going on at the ark, 
and they dcterimined to break it up. 

Last Wednesday a hnndred of the unbeliev- 
ers armed themselves and went tothe ark, 
The sentinels were brushed aside and the ark 
was polluted bf the presence of one hundred 
infidels. 

The believers made no resistance, and Jobn 
the Baptist was taken outside of Zion and 
whipped. 

The next day John the Baptist came out of 
the wilderness. Hie appeared at Hinesville 
with his head tied up, and swore out warrants 
for fourteen of the infidels. Since that time 
he has disap peared. It is rumored that he 
was notified that if he resumed operations

. Exercises at the Expositionjin a Body—An 
Executive Message. 


The governor is on the side of the state mil- 
itia. 

He calls upon the legislature for the needed 
appropriation and for laws to better discipline 
and organize the volunteer forces. 

The message embodying these views was 
sent to the house yesterday. Colonel Reilly’s 
bill—exactly in accord with the views so forci 
bly expressed by Governor Gordon—comes up 
today for its final reading. 

Here is the message: 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, September 30, 1889.—To 
the General Assenibly: The attention of the gen- 
eral assembly is respectfully called to article 10, sec- 
tion 1, paragraph 1, of the constitution of the state, 
in reference to the necessity of a ‘‘wellgregulated 
militia.’”’ The volunteer troops of the state consti- 
tute now our only orgayized militia, and their effi- 
ciency can be-very much increased by rigid inspec- 
tions, conducted from time to time by the adjutant 
general, or by an officer, to be detailed  § him to 
perforin the service. Such inspections and ‘annual 
encampments’ are recoguizedas among the best 
methods for establishing and maintaining a well 
regulated Militia. 

therefore recommend thatthe general assem- 
bly, by-appropriate legislation, ehall provide fer an 
annual enpcampmeutand regular inspections of the 
volunteer troops of the stute, and make proper pro- 
visions furthem: by sufficient ap); ropriations. 
J, B. Gorpox, 

The bill is strongly recommended by the 
appropriation committee, and Captain Gordon, 
chairman of that comimlttee, is oue of tle most 
earnest advocates of the biil. 

Competent judges as to tho merits of the 
measure pronounce it a practical remedy for a 
practical evil, aud with.a full attendance today 
the outlook is that the bill will pass.
